PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 
(6) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 

52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 
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Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, | 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House. 


(ec) When a Bill is for the purpose of confirming

Publication of Standing Orders re Private Bills 


53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(6) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location

1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee.

3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration ve advertising 


(6) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee.

(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice.

56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably reported 
by the Standing Orders and Procedures Committee.

57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it.

58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpor- 
ations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid.

(4) Every used car dealer shall within five days 
notify the Registrar in writing of any change in the 
location of his place or of any of his places of 
business. 


(5) Where the used car dealer is a corporation 
it shall, within five days after the event, notify the 
Registrar in writing of any change in its controlling 
interest. 


(6) Every used car dealer shall maintain a repair 
facility or have a continuing agreement with an 
authorized repair garage whereby the owner of the 
garage agrees to carry out repairs on behalf of the 
used car dealer. 


(7) Where the registration of a used car dealer is 
revoked, suspended or cancelled or, where he has 
voluntarily gone out of business, the used car 
dealer shall immediately return his certificate of 
registration to the Registrar by registered mail. 
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(8) Where the registration of a salesman is 
revoked, suspended or cancelled or, where he no 
longer intends to be employed as a salesman, the 
salesman shall immediately return his certificate of 
registration to the Registrar by registered mail. 


(9) Where a salesman has not applied for a transfer 
of registration within sixty days of termination of 
employment, he shall be required to apply for re- 
registration by filing an application in Form 3 with 
the prescribed fee. 


(10) The Registrar may require further informa- 
tion or material to be submitted by any applicant 
or any registrant within a specified time limit and 
may require verification by affidavit or otherwise 
of any information or material then or previously 
submitted. O. Reg. 98/71, s. 13. 


EXEMPTIONS 


14. The following classes of persons are exempt 
from the Act: 


1. A person who purchases used cars for the 
purpose of wrecking or dismantling such 
cars and not for resale.

3. An assignee, custodian, liquidator, receiver, 
trustee or other person acting under the 
Bankruptcy Act (Canada), The Business 
Corporations Act, 1970, The Judicature 
Act, the Winding-up Act (Canada) or a 
person acting under the order of any court 
or an executor or trustee who sells a used 
car in the course of his duties. 


4. A barrister or solicitor where the sale of a 
used car is made in the course of his 
practice. 


5. A person who, on his own account, sells 
his own car that was purchased and used 
for his personal or family use. 


6. A leasing company that is a subsiduary or 
an associate of a registered used car dealer, 
provided the leasing company has filed 
with the Registrar a declaration that all 
lease-expired vehicles will be sold through 
the registered used car dealership and not 
offered to the public by the leasing 
company. O. Reg. 98/71,s. 14.

52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied

1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00.

(a) on a Wednesday or his elected day 
of closing, in a week where a holiday 
other than Sunday occurs; and 





(b) on each of the last two Wednesdays or 
the last two days elected in lieu of Wednes- 
days in December where an overtime permit 
has been issued by the advisory committee. 


OVERTIME WORK 


4. Overtime work is work that is performed other 
than during the hours of work prescribed in 
sections 2 and 3. 


5.—(1) Subject to subsection 3, no overtime work 
shall be performed in the industry without a permit 
from the advisory committee. 


(2) The advisory committee is authorized to 
issue the permits subject to the terms and con- 
ditions of this Schedule. 


(3) Subsection 1 does not apply to overtime work 
performed for the purpose of completing any 
service, work, operation or art for a customer 
who was in the shop prior to, 


(a) 6 p.m. on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday or Friday; and 


(6) 5 p.m. on Saturday. 


6.—(1) An employer may elect Monday of each 
week as a day during which work is not to be 
performed by his employees. 


(2) An election under subsection 1 shall be 
made by filing with the advisory committee an 
application for a permit to perform overtime work 
on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) Notwithstanding section 2 and subject to 
section 3, the advisory committee may in its 
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discretion issue a permit authorizing the performance 
of overtime work on Wednesday of each week, 
requiring that, 


(a) the employer posts the permit conspicu- 
ously in a place on the premises where the 
work, for which the permit is issued, is 
performed; and 


(6) the employer or employee does not work 
more than, 


(i) nine hours in a day, and 
(ii) five days in a week. 


(4) Where an employer changes his election 
he shall,

“private residential swimming pool” means 
any swimming pool located on a private 
residential property under the control of the 
owner or occupant, the use of which is 
limited to swimming or bathing by members 
of his family and their visitors;

2. The following classes of public swimming pools 
are established:

(b) a pool operated in conjunction with, 
or as a part of the program of a 
YMCA or similar institution, or an 
educational, instructional, physical 
fitness or athletic institution sup- 
ported in whole or in part by public 
funds or public subscription. 


2. “Class 2 Pool’, meaning a pool operated 
on the premises of an apartment building 
containing more than five self-contained 
family dwelling units or a mobile home 
park, which class of pool is for use solely 
by the tenants and their visitors. 


3. “Class 3 Pool’, meaning a pool operated 
on the premises of a hotel for use solely 
by its guests or operated on the premises 
of a trailer camp for use solely by its 
tenants and their visitors. 


4. “Class 4 Pool’, meaning a pool operated 
in conjunction with a club for the use 
solely of the club members and their 
visitors. 


S. “Class 5 Pool’’, meaning a pool operated 
on the premises of a recreational camp 
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for use solely by the campers and their 
visitors and camp personnel. 


6. “Class 6 Pool’, meaning a pool operated 
solely in conjunction with an establishment 
or institution for the care or treatment 
of persons who are ill, infirm or aged, or 
for persons in custodial care. 


7. “Class 7 Pool’, meaning a pool operated 
for the use of the tenants and their 
visitors of an apartment building con- 
taining five or fewer self-contained family 
dwelling units. 


8. “Class 8 Pool’’, meaning a pool operated 
as a facility to serve a community of five 
or fewer single family private residences 
for the use only of the residents and 
their visitors...

3. A Class 7 Pool and a Class 8 Pool are exempt 
from the provisions of this Regulation.

GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 


4.—(1) Except as provided under section 3, this 
Regulation applies to a public swimming pool and 
any buildings, appurtenances and equipment used 
in the operation thereof. 


(2) A Class 1 Pool that has been constructed 
after the 7th day of June, 1965 and before this 
Regulation comes into force is exempt from clauses 
g and h, subclause iv of clause 7 and clause y 
of subsection 1 of section 12, clause a of subsection 3

(c) all plumbing fixtures are supplied with 
potable water at adequate pressure; 


(ad) there is hot and cold water available in 
the shower bath facilities with a tempering 
device on the hot water system to prevent 
scalding ; 


(e) the dressing, locker and cloak rooms, urinals 
and toilets are so located that following 
their use bathers must pass the showers 
to reach the pool deck ; 


(f) the floors in the toilet and shower rooms 
are of hard-surfaced material and slope 
to waste drains at a minimum of one- 
eighth of an inch per foot; 
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(g) there are hose connections installed in 
convenient and safe locations for flushing 
the walls and floors in the toilet and 
shower rooms; and 


(h) dressing and locker room floors may be 
easily cleaned. 


(2) Corridors and walkways may be covered with 
non-slip floor coverings made of an approved 
material that is incapable of supporting biological 
growth, if a satisfactory program of continuing 
sanitation is followed. 


(3) Where a pool is used by both sexes simul- 
taneously, the accommodation mentioned in sub- 
section 1 shall be provided separately for each sex.

17.—(1) The operator shall ensure that the 
recirculation system and make-up water system, 
the chlorinator and chemical feeders are in con- 
tinuous operation throughout the entire twenty-four 
hours of each day without regard to the duration 
of actual use of the pool each day, but such 
equipment may be stopped for necessary mainte- 
nance or repairs and backwashing of filters. 


(2) Clean water and make-up water shall be of a 
quality satisfactory to the medical officer of health.

(3) A barrier shall be placed between any 
permanent spectator gallery and the bathers, and 
signs shall be posted forbidding spectators from 
walking upon the pool deck within six feet of the 
edge of the pool. 


(4) Benches or seats for temporary use in special 
events, such as when the pool is used for aquatic 
displays or competitive events attended by specta- 
tors, may be placed on the pool deck to accom- 
modate spectors, provided, 


(a) the spectator area and the access to it 
are separated from the remainder of the 
pool deck by a barrier placed not less 
than two feet from the edge of the pool; 
and 


(b) the benches or seats when not in use are 
stored outside the six-foot pool deck area. 


(5) No person shall be allowed on the deck 
as a bather or in the pool unless he has taken 
a shower using soap and warm water before 
admittance to the pool deck. 


(6) No food or beverage except water shall be 
supplied or consumed in the pool or on the pool 
deck.

19.—(1) The water in a public swimming pool 
shall, 


(a) be sufficiently clear to permit a black 
disc six inches in diameter on a white 
background located on the bottom of the 
pool at its deepest point to be clearly 
visible from any point on the deck thirty 
feet away from the disc;

(e) with the written approval of the medical 
officer of health, have as an alternative 
to clauses c and d, a free available chlorine 
residual of not less than 1.0 part per 
million associated with a pH within the 
range pH 7.8 to pH 8.2; and 
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(f) have, as an alternative to clauses c and d, 
a residual of such other water treatment 
chemical or agent, either alone or in com- 
bination with chlorine, as may be approved 
in writing by the Department, and each such 
specifically approved disinfecting system 
shall be equipped, supplied, tested and 
operated so as to meet the requirements 
of the Department. 


(2) The method used for the determination of 


free available chlorine residual shall be specific’ 


for the determination of free available chlorine and 
shall not be subject to significant interference by 
chloramines or other chlorine compounds that may 
be present in the pool. 


(3) The free available chlorine residual and pH 
shall be determined by the operator and recorded 
approximately one-half hour before bathers are 
admitted to the pool, and thereafter at time 
intervals not exceeding two hours during the 
bathing period. 


(4) When the Department issues an approval 
under clause f of subsection 1, the Department 
may waive or modify any of the requirements 
of this Regulation pertaining to chlorine, chlorina- 
tion, disinfection of water, chemical and disin- 
fecting equipment, measurement and _ recording 
of disinfectant residuals, or operating procedures, 
and the Department may make such alternative 
or additional requirements in respect of these 
matters as may be necessary. 


(5) Make-up water shall be added to the pool 
during each operating day in an amount not less 
than three gallons per bather, or such greater 
amount not exceeding 15 per cent of the water 
in the pool as the medical officer of health from 
time to time orders in writing.

(3) A lifeguard or qualified safety assistant shall 
have no other duties requiring his absence from 
the deck of the pool when bathers are present. 


(4) Notwithstanding subsection 3, where two or 
more persons are on guard duty a lifeguard or a 
qualified safety assistant may absent himself briefly 
from the pool deck to attend to other duties 
necessary for the operation or administration of the 
pool, if he is within call and continuous sur- 
veillance of the pool is maintained by other life- 
guards or safety assistants from the pool deck. 


(5) Lifeguards and safety assistants shall be so 
attired that they are readily identifiable as members 
of the lifesaving staff.

INSPECTION 


28.—(1) A medical officer of health, a public 
health inspector under his direction, an authorized 
employee of the board of health or an officer 
or inspector representing the Department may enter 
upon any premises for the purpose of inspecting 
a public swimming pool or a pool under construc- 
tion at any reasonable time whether or not the pool 
is in use at that time.

Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 
(b) No report of a committee upon a Private 


Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bull with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Biull, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. ( 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House.

Notices posted 


(6) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘“‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 


1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 


Bills for debenture issues 


3. Ifthe application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
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plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration ve advertising 


(0) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Clerk reports to Standing Orders and 
Procedures Committee 


(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bull 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably reported 
by the Standing Orders and Procedures Committee. 


Letters Patent 


57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it. 


Certificate of Minister of Revenue re Letters Patent 


58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpor- 
ations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid. 


Reference to Private Bills Committee after first reading 


59. Every Private Bill, when read a first time,

FILL, CONSTRUCTION AND ALTERATION 
TO WATERWAYS—SAUBLE VALLEY 


1. In this Regulation, 


(a) ‘Authority’ means the Sauble Valley Con- 
servation Authority ; 


(b) ‘‘building or structure’ means a building 
or structure of any kind; 


(c) ‘‘fill’” means fill of any kind whether origi- 
nating on the site or elsewhere. 


2. The areas described in the schedules are areas 
in which, in the opinion of the Authority, the 
control of flooding or pollution or the conservation 
of land may be affected by the placing or dumping 
of fill. 


3. Subject to section 4, no person shall, 


(a) construct any building or structure or per- 
mit any building or structure to be con- 
structed in or on a pond or swamp or in 
any area below the high-water mark of a 
lake, river, creek or stream ; 


(b) place or dump fill or permit fill to be 
placed or dumped in the areas described 
in the schedules whether such fill is already 
located in or upon such area, or brought 
to or on such area from some other place 
or places; or 


(c) straighten, change, divert or interfere in 
any way with the existing channel of a 
river, creek, stream or watercourse. 


4. Subject to The Ontario Water Resources Com- 
mission Act or to any private interest, the Authority 
may permit in writing the construction of any 
building or structure or the placing or dumping 
of fill or the straightening, changing, diverting or 
interfering with the existing channel of a river, 
creek, stream or watercourse to which section 3 
applies if, in the opinion of the Authority, the site 
of the building or structure or the placing or 
dumping and the method of construction or placing 
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or dumping or the straightening, changing, diverting 
or interfering with the existing channel will not 
affect the control of flooding or pollution or the 
conservation of land. 


5. No person shall commence to construct any 
building or structure or dump or place fill or 
straighten, change, divert or interfere with the 
existing channel of a river, creek, stream or water- 
course in any area to which section 3 applies before 
permission to do so has been obtained under section 4. 


6.—(1) A signed application for permission to 
construct a building or structure shall be filed with 
the Authority and shall include, 


(a) two copies of a plan of the property show- 
ing the proposed location of the building or 
structure, its elevation and the proposed 
final grade plan; 


(b) two copies of a complete description of the 
type of building or structure to be con- 
structed, including drainage details; 


(c) two copies of a statement of the dates 
between which the construction will be 
carried out; and 


(d) two copies of a statement of the proposed 
use of the building or structure following 
completion of the construction. 


(2) A signed application for permission to place 
or dump fill shall be filed with the Authority and 
shall include, 


(a) two copies of a plan of the property on 
which the fill is to be placed, showing the 
proposed location of filling, the depth to 
which it is proposed to fill and the pro- 
posed final grade of the land when filling 
is completed ; 


(b) two copies of a complete description of the 
type of fill proposed to be placed or 
dumped ; 


(c) two copies of a statement of the dates 
between which the placing or dumping will 
be carried out; and 


(d) two copies of a statement of the proposed 
use of the land following completion of 
placing or dumping. 


(3) A signed application for permission to 
straighten, change, divert or interfere in any way 
with the existing channel of a river, creek, stream or 
watercourse shall be filed with the Authority and 
shall include, 


(a) two copies of a plan on which shall be 
shown in plan view and cross section the 
details of such straightening, change, diver- 
sion or interference ; 
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(b) two copies of a description of the pro- 
tective measures to be undertaken ; 


(c) two copies of a statement of the dates 
between which the straightening, changing, 
diverting or interfering will be carried out ;

(d) two copies of a statement of the purpose of 
the proposed work. 


7. The Authority may, at any time, withdraw any 
permission given under this Regulation if, in the 
opinion of the Authority, the conditions of the 
permit are not complied with.

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Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00.

1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 


Bills for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
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plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration re advertising 


(0) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee.

(2) Other than in the case of fish, every vehicle 
shall be equipped to provide adequate amounts of 
fresh air to all animals in the vehicle without in- 
jurious drafts.

PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bulls 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 
(6) No report of a committee upon a Private 


Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com- 
pany, or increasing the capital stock of a company 
already incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk 
of the House, by or on behalf of the applicant, 
before the same is reported to the House, the 
same fee as would be payable in the case of an 
incorporation or increase of capital under the pro- 
visions of the Ontario Companies Act, less the sum 
of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk of the House.

53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 


recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 


Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(6) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of ‘‘The British North 
America Act, 1867’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 


1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 


Bills for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
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plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration re advertising 


(6) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee. 


Clerk reports to Standing Orders and 
Procedures Committee 


(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bull 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably reported 
by the Standing Orders and Procedures Committee.

57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it.

58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpor- 
ations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid.

59. Every Private Bill, when read a first! time, 
shall, unless it be an Estate Bill, or a Bull pro- 
viding for a consolidation of a floating debt or for 
the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) of a municipal 
corporation, stand referred to the Private Bills Com- 
mittee, and any petitions to the House, for or 
against the Bill, are considered as referred to such 
Committee.

60. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) stands referred 
to the Ontario Municipal Board after first reading.

(b) The Board, after due enquiry, shall report to 
the House whether or not it is reasonable that 
the Bull, or that part thereof relating to the mat- 
ters referred to in clause (a), should pass and what, 
if any, alterations should be made in the Bill.

63. Any persons whose interest or property may 
be affected by a Private Bill, when required, shall 
appear before the Private Bills Committee to express 
their consent or objection, or may consent in writing, 
proof of which may be demanded by the Committee.

52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


_ (6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
_ and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00.

which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
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plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency.

(6) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge 
with the Clerk of the House a declaration proving 
publication of the notice before the application is 
considered by the Standing Orders and Procedures 
Committee.

(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice.

56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably reported 
by the Standing Orders and Procedures Committee.

Treasurer's Sale of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the Queen’s 
Printer and Publisher for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges or 
liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine the 
extent, if any, of his lability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Department of Lands and Forests whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Department. If it cannot, then the purchaser 4 the improvements would 
be required to remove them from the land.

52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes, 
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Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00.

4.—(a) This Agreement shall expire on the 31st 
day of December, 1974; 


(b) Subject to Section 26 the provisions of this 
\greement shall come into force and effect as of the 
6th day of November, 1970; 
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(c) this Agreement may be terminated by the 
Town, upon three months notice in writing, if the 
Operator fails to comply with or perform any of the 
conditions or obligations contained herein, except 
those provided in Section 11; 


(d) this Agreement may be terminated by the 
Town, upon ten days notice in writing, if the 
Operator fails to comply with or perform any other 
conditions or obligations contained in Section 11. 


S.—(a) The Operator shall have available six 
Blue Bird buses or the equivalent to operate on the 
routes established herein; 


(6) The buses to be used in the bus service 
shall be painted blue and white and shall be 
identified as BURLINGTON TRANSIT: 


(c) The Operator shall provide and maintain 
sufficient reserve equipment to provide continuity 
of service in the event of an accident or mechanical 
break-down of equipment and to provide for normal 
maintenance. In the event of an accident or 
mechanical break-down, the Operator may use 
buses of a design other than as set out in sub- 
sections (a) and (6) with the approval of the Dir- 
ector of Public Works. 


6. The Operator shall keep the buses required for 
the bus service in a proper state of repair and in 
safe working condition, clean and sanitary, properly 
lighted and adequately heated. 


7. The Operator shall have fully qualified and 
licenced drivers, who shall wear proper uniforms 
and conduct themselves in a safe and courteous 
manner and who shall, at all times, treat passengers 
with polite care and attention. 


8.—(a) Save as herein expressly mentioned, the 
Operator agrees to provide a bus service in the 
Town in accordance with the routes and time 
schedules set out in Appendix “‘A’”’ to this Agree- 
ment ; 


(b) The Town may at any time and from time to 
time by seven days notice in writing to the Operator 
alter any of the routes or time schedules provided for 
herein either temporarily or permanently provided 
that in so doing should the Town materially in- 
crease the number of route miles or number of 
scheduled trips provided for and mentioned in the 
said Appendix “‘A’’, it will pay the Operator an 
additional subsidy which such additional subsidy 
shall be calculated and paid by ascertaining the 
relation that the subsidy of $2,750.00 per month 
provided for herein bears to the number of route 
miles and scheduled trips provided for in Schedule 
‘“‘A”’ hereto and applying the same to the number of 
additional route miles or scheduled trips required by 
the Town pursuant to notice given to the Operator 
under this paragraph; provided that should new 
vehicular equipment be required to provide the 
additional service mentioned herein, the Town’s 
notice shall be treated as a notice under Section 
17 hereof ; 
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(c) All times referred to in the said time schedules 
shall be the times commonly observed in the Town 
of Burlington, be it standard time or daylight 
saving time; 


(d) The Operator shall adhere to the times set out 
in the time schedules herein or subsequently 
established with a time tolerance of three minutes 
before and five minutes after the time schedules, 
extraordinary weather or traffic conditions and 
incidents of force majeur excepted ; 


(e) The Operator shall affix a sign to each bus 
employed by him in providing the bus service 
designating the route each bus is scheduled to 
cover; 


(f) Within one month after this Agreement takes 
effect the Operator will publish and have available 
maps indicating the routes and time schedules of the 
bus service herein provided for which such maps 
shall also include a telephone number for the use 
of the public in seeking information. 


9.—(a) The Operator shall allow a duly authorized 
representative of the Town the right to inspect, 
at all reasonable times, the buses used by the 
Operator, provided that such inspection does not 
unreasonably interfere with the operation of the bus 
service ; 


(b) The said representative shall be allowed to 
ride the buses free of charge when making the 
inspection ; 


10.—(a) The Operator agrees to charge the rates 
for cash fares and bus tickets in the schedule of 
rates set out in Appendix “B”’ hereto during the 
term hereof. All fares collected shall be the pro- 
perty of the Operator; 


(6) The Operator agrees not to carry any passenger 
in respect of whom the full fare has not been 
paid except as authorized in writing by the Town; 


(c) When and if the routing of the bus service as 
provided herein makes transfers from route to route 
within the Town feasible, the Town may, on thirty 
days notice to the Operator require the Operator to 
give passengers, free of charge, upon request, a 
transfer slip from one bus to another bus and to 
accept such transfer slip in lieu of a fare at a 
transfer point if the passenger tendering the transfer 
slip is in the course of a continuous trip. For the 
purpose of this clause, transfer point means those 
points designated by the Town by by-law and a trip 
will be deemed continuous if the transfer slip is 
tendered by the passenger to the operator of the bus 
to which he transfers within such time as the Town 
and the Operator may agree; 


Provided that should the Town require the issuance 
of transfer slips as herein provided, the Town will bear 
the cost of printing and deliverting transfer slips to 
the Operator for use hereunder ; 
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(ad) The Operator shall equip each bus with a fare 
box of a design suitable to the Director of Public 
Works; 


(ce) The Operator shall require all passengers to 
deposit fares directly into the fare box and prohibit 
the bus driver from depositing a fare on behalf of an 
passenger. 

11. The Operator shall indemnify and save harm- 
less the Town from and against all liability of 
whatsoever kind or nature which may arise out of the 
obligations of the Operator under this Agreement and 
the Operator agrees that he will, during the currenc 
of this Agreement, carry public lability and property 
damage insurance in the amount of $1,000,000.00 
and up to $150,000.00 for any one claimant and 
shall file, with the Town, a certified copy of such 
insurance policy not later than the 16th day of 
November in each and every year, provided that 
such policy shall be non-cancellable except upon 
thirty days written notice to the Town by the 
insurer. 


12.—(a) The Operator shall provide the Town 
with six reports per year, certified by the Operator’s 
manager, covering one week each. These reports 
shall indicate the revenues per route. The six 
weekly periods shall be specified by the Directo 
of Public Works; 


(b) These reports shall be in a form satisfacto : 
to the Director of Public Works. 


13. The Operator agrees to assume and promptly 
pay and discharge all costs and expenses in con 
nection with the bus service and, without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, the Operator shall 
pay and discharge the following costs and expenses 


(i) The cost of providing buses required by 
this Agreement, together with the cost o 
providing such stand-by and replacemen 
buses as may be required pursuant to this 
Agreement ; 


(ii) The cost of keeping and operating all the 
buses required for the bus service in a fit 
and proper state of repair at all times; 


(iii) All salaries, wages and benefits of officers 
and employees required for the operation 
of the bus service; 


(iv) The cost of providing the insurance required 
by this Agreement ; 


(v) The cost of all advertising and the printing 
of route maps, time schedules, except at 
bus stops, and tickets, provided that in 
the event of any permanent alteration ir 
routes or time schedules at the instance 
of the Town, the Town will publish and 
advertise the new route maps and time 
schedules ; 


(vi) All federal, provincial and municipal taxes, 
as well as licence fees applicable to the 
operation of the bus service; 


(vii) Allother costs or expenses usually associated 
with the operation of a bus service. 

































14.—(a) The Town shall, from time to time, 
designate certain areas upon any route in the bus 
service as bus stops for the use of the Operator to 
pick up and discharge passengers ; 





(b) The use of such bus stops shall not be 
exclusive where any other operator, as mentioned 
n Section 3, uses the same route; 


(c) The Town shall bear the cost of establishing 
and maintaining the said areas designated for bus 
_ stops and signs ; 


(d) The Town shall enact the necessary by-law to 
| prohibit the parking of vehicles at or the obstructing 
of any bus stops; 


(ec) The Town agrees to take reasonable steps and 
measures to adequately control and regulate the 
flow of traffic on routes used by the Operator, in 
order that the buses of the Operator may proceed 
along such routes with a minimum of delay. 


15. The Operator agrees that he will not operate 
any regularly scheduled bus service for the use of the 
public without the prior approval of the Town. 


16.—(a) The Town agrees to pay the Operator the 
sum of $2,750.00 a month as a subsidy for the 
improved bus service provided for by this Agreement ; 


(b) Subject to paragraph (c), the Town shall make 
these payments on a monthly basis on the 15th day 

of the month following the month in respect of which 
the service was performed ; 


(c) No payments shall be made under this Section 
until such time as this Agreement is ratified 
pursuant to Section 25 herein and all payments falling 
due before such ratification shall be payable forth- 
ith thereafter. 


17.—(a) The Town, by thirty days written notice, 
o be served upon the Operator, may, from time 
to time, require the Operator to provide additional 
bus service on an experimental basis for a period of 
. hree months; 


(b) The Operator agrees that he will provide such 
bus service commencing on a date to be specified 
in the said notice; 


(c) The Town shall pay the Operator a monthly 
rate of $500.00 per bus for this experimental service 
to be paid in the manner as provided in Section 


16(b); 


(d) The rate to be charged on any experimental 
service shall be the rate charged on the regular bus 
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(¢) The experimental bus service shall be operated 
eight hours per day, six days a week, Monday to 
Saturday, both inclusive, excepting all Statutory 
Holidays; 


(f) During the period of the operation of the 
experimental bus service, the Operator shall provide 
the Town with a monthly statement in a form 
satisfactory to the Director of Public Works in- 
dicating the number of passengers and the fares 
collected on each experimental bus service; 


(g) Any fares collected on an experimental route 
shall belong to the Operator; 


(h) At the end of the three month period, the 
experimental bus service shall be terminated unless 
extended from month to month by the Town; 


(¢) In the event the Town should decide that the 
demand for the experimental bus service warrants 
that it should be continued after the expiration 
of the period of the experimental bus service the 
Town shall have the right to require the Operator 
to continue the experimental bus service on a per- 
manent basis. Written notice of such continuation 
shall be served on the Operator not less than 
fifteen days prior to the expiration of the period 
of the experimental bus service; 


(7) If the Town requires the Operator to continue 
any such experimental bus service on a permanent 
basis, it shall pay a subsidy for such bus service 
in an amount to be negotiated by the parties hereto 
and pending agreement thereon at the rate of $500.00 
per month; 


(k) Upon being served with any notice as set out 
in this Section, the Operator agrees to comply 
with the provisions thereof; 


(1) The Operator shall have the right to use buses 
of a different type and capacity than those used 
on the permanent routes established by this Agree- 
ment, but if the experimental bus service is continued 
on a permanent basis, the Operator agrees to obtain 
delivery of, at the earliest possible date and use on 
such routes, buses similar to those defined in Section 
5 of this Agreement. 


18. The Town covenants and agrees that it will 
not permit any other operator, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 3 hereof, to operate a bus service 
for the use of the public, within the corporate limits 
of the Town of Burlington, except any bus service 
operated by the Government of the Province of Ont- 
ario over which the Town has no control and will 
pass such by-laws and do all such acts and things 
as are necessary for the due performance of this 
Agreement, according to its true intent and meaning. 


19. During the currency of this Agreement, the 
Operator shall not have the right to sell, mortgage, 
transfer, assign or dispose of any of the rights, 
powers and privileges herein conferred, without the 
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written consent of the Town, duly authorized 
by by-law in that behalf, which such consent shall 
not be unreasonably withheld. 


20. The Town shall have the right at its option 
to purchase from the Operator at any time during 
the currency hereof the rights, powers and privileges 
herein conferred on him at such price as may 
mutually beagreedupon. Itis understood and agreed 
that if at such time the Operator should wish to 
dispose of all or any of the buses employed by him 
in providing the bus service to the Town that the 
Town will in addition purchase such buses from the 
Operator. 


21. The Operator shall not be in default on any 
covenants contained herein for failure or partial fail- 
ure to operate, if such failure or partial failure is 
the result of fire, act of God, strike or other cause 
beyond the control of the Operator. In the event 
of such an occurrence, or the failure or partial failure 
to operate for any other reason, the Town shall 
not be liable to pay the Operator the equivalent 
portion of any of the payments which are or may be 
required under Sections 8(b) and 17 of this Agree- 
ment, pro-rated according to the extent of such 
failure. 


22. If at any time during or after the said term 
of the Agreement any dispute, difference or question 
shall arise between the parties hereto, or any of 
their representatives, touching this Agreement or 
any part thereof, or the construction, or effect 
of this Agreement or any part thereof, or anything 
herein contained for the rights or liabilities of the 
parties or their representatives under this Agreement 
or otherwise, in relation to the premises including 
any dispute arising as to the sum to be paid by the 
Town under Section 20 hereof and if said matter can- 
not be settled by the parties hereto by negotiation, 
then every such dispute, difference or question shall 
be referred to a single arbitrator, if the parties agree 
upon one, otherwise, to three arbitrators, one to be 
appointed by each party to the reference and the 
third arbitrator to be appointed by the said nominees 
before they enter upon the business of the reference. 
If either party shall refuse or neglect to appoint 
an arbitrator within thirty days after the other 
party shall have appointed an arbitrator and shall 
have served written notice on the first-mentioned 
party requiring such party to make such appoint- 
ment, then the arbitrator first appointed shall, at 
the request of the party appointing him, proceed 
to hear and determine the matter in difference as if 
he were a single arbitrator appointed by both parties 
for the purpose and the word or determination which 
shall be made by the said arbitrator shall be final 
and binding on the parties hereto, their successors 
and assigns. 
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23.—(a) Any notice required to be given or served 
on the Operator under any of the provisions of this 
Agreement shall be deemed to be properly given or 
served if it is personally: served or mailed by pre- 
paid registered post addressed to the Operator at 5401 
Dundas Street, Burlington, Ontario and service upon 
the Operator shall be deemed to be effective on the 
date after mailing of the notice as aforesaid ; ; 


served if it is personally served or mailed by prepaid 
registered post addressed to the Clerk of the Town, 


after mailing of the notice as aforesaid. 


24. This Agreement shall not take effect unless 
and until confirmed and ratified by the Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Ontario but, if so 
confirmed and ratified, the provisions hereof shall 
have effect from November 16th, 1970. 


25. Subject as hereinbefore provided, this Agree- 
ment shall enure to the benefit of and be binding 
upon the parties hereto, their heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns.

REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE MINING ACT 


LICENCES TO EXPLORE 
AND 
MINING LEASES IN 
PALEOZOIC ROCK FORMATIONS 


- 1.—(1) For the purpose of this Regulation, that 
part of Ontario lying north of the fifty-first parallel 
of latitude and predominantly underlain with 
paleozoic rock formations is divided into mineral 
exploration grid areas. 


(2) A mineral exploration grid area shall be 
bounded on the east and west sides by successive 
‘meridians of longitude of the series 80° 00’ 00’, 
80° 15’ 00”, 80° 30’ 00”, which series may be extended 
as required, and on the north and south sides by 
straight lines joining the points of intersection of the 
east and west boundaries with successive parallels 
‘of latitude of the series 51°00’ 00’, 51° 10’ 00’, 
51° 20’ 00”, which series may be extended as required. 


(3) Every mineral exploration grid area shall be 
referred to by the latitude and longitude of the 
northeast corner of that grid area. 


_ (4) Every mineral exploration grid area shall be 
_ divided into sections. 


(5) A section shall be bounded on the east and 
west sides by meridians spaced at one-tenth of the 
interval between the east and west boundaries of the 
mineral exploration grid area and on the north and 
south by straight lines drawn parallel to the north 
and south boundaries of the grid area and spaced at 
intervals of one-tenth of the interval between the 
‘north and south boundaries of the mineral explora- 
tion grid area. > 


(6) Sections in a mineral exploration grid area 
shall be numbered from 1 to 100 inclusive with the 
eastern ten sections being numbered from 1 to 10 
commencing at the south section and the next most 
easterly ten sections being numbered from 1 to 10 
‘commencing at the south section as illustrated in the 
following example:

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(7) The boundary between, 


(a) the north and south halves of a mineral 
exploration grid area is the north boundary 
of sections 5, 15, 25, 35, 45, 55, 65, 75, 85 and

THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWN OF BuR- 
LINGTON, 


hereinafter referred to as ‘“‘the Town’’, 


WueErEAs the Operator has the right to operate 
and maintain a bus service in the Town of Bur- 
lington pursuant to The Town of Burlington Act, 
S.O. 1965, c. 145; 


AND WHEREAS the Town desires the Operator to 
expand the bus service he now provides in the 
Town pursuant to the said Act ; 


| AND WHEREAS the Town has offered to provide 
a subsidy to the Operator to assist him in pro- 


viding such expanded service ; 


AND WHEREAS the Operator is prepared to provide 
such expanded service. 


Now THEREFORE THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH 
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that in consideration of the premises and mutual 
covenants herein contained, the parties hereto 
covenant and agree as follows: 


1. When and if this Agreement is ratified and 
confirmed and takes effect the parties hereto release 
one another from the Agreement of December 31st, 
1964, as ratified by The Town of Burlington Act, 
1965. 


2.—(a) The Town grants to the Operator an 
exclusive right, power and privilege, subject to 
the restrictions, covenants, conditions and provisoes 
herein contained, to operate public vehicles for the 
transportation for compensation of passengers or 
passengers and express freight which might be car- 
ried in a passenger vehicle, to, over and along each 
and any of the streets, avenues or highways 
presently or as they may hereafter exist within 
the corporate limits of the Town of Burlington; 


(6) The operation of such public vehicles shall be 
hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘bus service’. 


3.—(a) Nothing in this Agreement shall derogate 
from any of the rights, powers and privileges 
as of the Ist day of January, 1958, existing or 
vested on that date in any other operator respect- 
ing, 


(i) the operation of motor vehicles as public 
vehicles within the meaning of The Public 
Vehicles Act of Ontario within or through 
the Town of Burlington determined accord- 
ing to operating licences held by such 
other operator issued pursuant to The 
Public Vehicles Act, or 

the right of any such other operator to 
take on passengers and their baggage, or 
express freight, within the limits of the 
Town of Burlington, as such limits may 
from time to time exist, and discharge 
such passengers, baggage or express freight 
within such limits of the Town of Burling- 
ton; 


(ii 


— 


(b) The said operators are, 
(i) Gray Coach Lines Ltd., 
(ii) Hamilton Street Railway Co., and 
(iii) Canada Coach Lines Limited; 


(c) The routes over which the public vehicles 
referred to in subsection (a) may operate are the 
routes over which they are presently operating or such 
routes as may be designated by Council with the 
consent of the Operator in accordance with Section 
8(3) of The Public Vehicles Act. 


4.—(a) This Agreement shall expire on the 31st 
day of December, 1974; 


(b) Subject to Section 26 the provisions of this 
Agreement shall come into force and effect as of the 
16th day of November, 1970; 
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(c) this Agreement may be terminated by the 
Town, upon three months notice in writing, if the 
Operator fails to comply with or perform any of the 
conditions or obligations contained herein, except 
those provided in Section 11; 


(d) this Agreement may be terminated by the 
Town, upon ten days notice in writing, if the 
Operator fails to comply with or perform any other 
conditions or obligations contained in Section 11. 


5.—(a) The Operator shall have available six 
Blue Bird buses or the equivalent to operate on the 
routes established herein ; 


(b) The buses to be used in the bus service 
shall be painted blue and white and shall be 
identified as BURLINGTON TRANSIT: 


(c) The Operator shall provide and maintain 
sufficient reserve equipment to provide continuity 
of service in the event of an accident or mechanical 
break-down of equipment and to provide for normal 
maintenance. In the event of an accident or 
mechanical break-down, the Operator may use 
buses of a design other than as set out in sub- 
sections (a) and (b) with the approval of the Dir- 
ector of Public Works. 


6. The Operator shall keep the buses required for 
the bus service in a proper state of repair and in 
safe working condition, clean and sanitary, properly 
lighted and adequately heated. 


7. The Operator shall have fully qualified and 
licenced drivers, who shall wear proper uniforms 
and conduct themselves in a safe and courteous 
manner and who shall, at all times, treat passengers 
with polite care and attention. 


8.—(a) Save as herein expressly mentioned, the 
Operator agrees to provide a bus service in the 
Town in accordance with the routes and time 
schedules set out in Appendix “‘A”’ to this Agree- 
ment ; 


(>) The Town may at any time and from time to 
time by seven days notice in writing to the Operator 
alter any of the routes or time schedules provided for 
herein either temporarily or permanently provided 
that in so doing should the Town materially in- 
crease the number of route miles or number of 
scheduled trips provided for and mentioned in the 
said Appendix ‘‘A’’, it will pay the Operator an 
additional subsidy which such additional subsidy 
shall be calculated and paid by ascertaining the 
relation that the subsidy of $2,750.00 per month 
provided for herein bears to the number of route 
miles and scheduled trips provided for in Schedule 
‘‘A”’ hereto and applying the same to the number of 
additional route miles or scheduled trips required by 
the Town pursuant to notice given to the Operator 
under this paragraph; provided that should new 
vehicular equipment be required to provide the 
additional service mentioned herein, the Town’s 


notice shall be treated as a notice under Section 
17 hereof; 
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(c) All times referred to in the said time schedules | 
shall be the times commonly observed in the Town. 
of Burlington, be it standard time or daylight 
saving time; 


(d) The Operator shall adhere to the times set out 
in the time schedules herein or subsequently 
established with a time tolerance of three minutes 
before and five minutes after the time schedules, 
extraordinary weather or traffic conditions and 
incidents of force majeur excepted ; 


(e) The Operator shall affix a sign to each bus’ 
employed by him in providing the bus service 
designating the route each bus is scheduled to’ 
cover ; : 

(f) Within one month after this Agreement takes: 
effect the Operator will publish and have available 
maps indicating the routes and time schedules of the 
bus service herein provided for which such maps 
shall also include a telephone number for the use 
of the public in seeking information. 


9.—(a) The Operator shall allow a duly authorized 
representative of the Town the right to inspect, 
at all reasonable times, the buses used by the 
Operator, provided that such inspection does not 
unreasonably interfere with the operation of the bus 
service } 


(b) The said representative shall be allowed to 
ride the buses free of charge when making the 
inspection ; 


10.—(a) The Operator agrees to charge the rates 
for cash fares and bus tickets in the schedule of 
rates set out in Appendix “‘B”’ hereto during the 
term hereof. All fares collected shall be the pro- 
perty of the Operator ; 


(b) The Operator agrees not to carry any passenger 
in respect of whom the full fare has not been 
paid except as authorized in writing by the Town; 


(c) When and if the routing of the bus service as 
provided herein makes transfers from route to route 
within the Town feasible, the Town may, on thirty 
days notice to the Operator require the Operator to 
give passengers, free of charge, upon request, a 
transfer slip from one bus to another bus and to 
accept such transfer slip in lieu of a fare at a 
transfer point if the passenger tendering the transfer 
slip is in the course of a continuous trip. For the 
purpose of this clause, transfer point means those 
points designated by the Town by by-law and a trip 
will be deemed continuous if the transfer slip is 
tendered by the passenger to the operator of the bus 
to which he transfers within such time as the Town 
and the Operator may agree; 


Provided that should the Town require the issuance 
of transfer slips as herein provided, the Town will bear 
the cost of printing and deliverting transfer slips to 
the Operator for use hereunder; 
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(ad) The Operator shall equip each bus with a fare 
box of a design suitable to the Director of Public 
Works; 


(e) The Operator shall require all passengers to 
deposit fares directly into the fare box and prohibit 
the bus driver from depositing a fare on behalf of any 
passenger. 


11. The Operator shall indemnify and save harm- 
less the Town from and against all liability of 
whatsoever kind or nature which may arise out of the 
obligations of the Operator under this Agreement and 
the Operator agrees that he will, during the currency 
of this Agreement, carry public liability and property 
damage insurance in the amount of $1,000,000.00 
and up to $150,000.00 for any one claimant and 
shall file, with the Town, a certified copy of such 
insurance policy not later than the 16th day of 
November in each and every year, provided that 
such policy shall be non-cancellable except upon 
thirty days written notice to the Town by the 
insurer. 


12.—(a) The Operator shall provide the Town 
with six reports per year, certified by the Operator’s 
manager, covering one week each. These reports 
shall indicate the revenues per route. The six 
weekly periods shall be specified by the Director 
of Public Works; 


(b) These reports shall be in a form satisfactory 
to the Director of Public Works. 


13. The Operator agrees to assume and promptly 
pay and discharge all costs and expenses in con- 
nection with the bus service and, without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, the Operator shall 
pay and discharge the following costs and expenses: 


(i) The cost of providing buses required by 
this Agreement, together with the cost of 
providing such stand-by and replacement 
buses as may be required pursuant to this 
Agreement ; 


(ii) The cost of keeping and operating all the 
buses required for the bus service in a fit 
and proper state of repair at all times; 


(iii) All salaries, wages and benefits of officers 
and employees required for the operation 
of the bus service; 


(iv) The cost of providing the insurance required 
by this Agreement ; 


(v) The cost of all advertising and the printing 
of route maps, time schedules, except at 
bus stops, and tickets, provided that in 
the event of any permanent alteration in 
routes or time schedules at the instance 
of the Town, the Town will publish and 
advertise the new route maps and time 
schedules ; 
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(vi) All federal, provincial and municipal taxes, 
as well as licence fees applicable to the 
operation of the bus service; 


(vii) Allother costs or expenses usually associated 
with the operation of a bus service. 


14.—(a) The Town shall, from time to time, 
designate certain areas upon any route in the bus 
service as bus stops for the use of the Operator to 
pick up and discharge passengers ; 


(6) The use of such bus stops shall not be 
exclusive where any other operator, as mentioned 
in Section 3, uses the same route; 


(c) The Town shall bear the cost of establishing 
and maintaining the said areas designated for bus 
stops and signs; 


(Z2) The Town shall enact the necessary by-law to 
prohibit the parking of vehicles at or the obstructing 
of any bus stops; 


(e) The Town agrees to take reasonable steps and 
measures to adequately control and regulate the 
flow of traffic on routes used by the Operator, in 
order that the buses of the Operator may proceed 
along such routes with a minimum of delay. 


15. The Operator agrees that he will not operate 
any regularly scheduled bus service for the use of the 
public without the prior approval of the Town. 


16.—(a) The Town agrees to pay the Operator the 
sum of $2,750.00 a month as a subsidy for the 
improved bus service provided for by this Agreement ; 


(b) Subject to paragraph (c), the Town shall make 
these payments on a monthly basis on the 15th day 
of the month following the month in respect of which 
the service was performed ; 


(c) No payments shall be made under this Section 
until such time as this Agreement is ratified 
pursuant to Section 25 herein and all payments falling 
due before such ratification shall be payable forth- 
with thereafter. 


17.—(a) The Town, by thirty days written notice, 
to be served upon the Operator, may, from time 
to time, require the Operator to provide additional 
bus service on an experimental basis for a period of 
three months; 


(b) The Operator agrees that he will provide such 
bus service commencing on a date to be specified 
in the said notice; 


(c) The Town shall pay the Operator a monthly 
rate of $500.00 per bus for this experimental service 
to be paid in the manner as provided in Section 
16(6); 


(d) The rate to be charged on any experimental 
service shall be the rate charged on the regular bus 
service; 
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(e) The experimental bus service shall be operated 
eight hours per day, six days a week, Monday to 
Saturday, both inclusive, excepting all Statutory 
Holidays ; 


(f) During the period of the operation of the 
experimental bus service, the Operator shall provide 
the Town with a monthly statement in a form 
satisfactory to the Director of Public Works in- 
dicating the number of passengers and the fares 
collected on each experimental bus service ; 


(g) Any fares collected on an experimental route 
shall belong to the Operator ; 


(h) At the end of the three month period, the 
experimental bus service shall be terminated unless 
extended from month to month by the Town; 


(¢) In the event the Town should decide that the 
demand for the experimental bus service warrants 
that it should be continued after the expiration 
of the period of the experimental bus service the 
Town shall have the right to require the Operator 
to continue the experimental bus service on a per- 
manent basis. Written notice of such continuation 
shall be served on the Operator not less than 
fifteen days prior to the expiration of the period 
of the experimental bus service ; 


(7) If the Town requires the Operator to continue 
any such experimental bus service on a permanent 
basis, it shall pay a subsidy for such bus service 
in an amount to be negotiated by the parties hereto 
and pending agreement thereon at the rate of $500.00 
per month; 


(k) Upon being served with any notice as set out 
in this Section, the Operator agrees to comply 
with the provisions thereof; 


(‘) The Operator shall have the right to use buses 


of a different type and capacity than those used 
on the permanent routes established by this Agree- 
ment, but if the experimental bus service is continued 
on a permanent basis, the Operator agrees to obtain 
delivery of, at the earliest possible date and use on 
such routes, buses similar to those defined in Section 
5 of this Agreement. 


18. The Town covenants and agrees that it will 
not permit any other operator, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 3 hereof, to operate a bus service 
for the use of the public, within the corporate limits 
of the Town of Burlington, except any bus service 
operated by the Government of the Province of Ont- 
ario over which the Town has no control and will 
pass such by-laws and do all such acts and things 
as are necessary for the due performance of this 
Agreement, according to its true intent and meaning. 


19. During the currency of this Agreement, the 
Operator shall not have the right to sell, mortgage, 
transfer, assign or dispose of any of the rights, 
powers and privileges herein conferred, without the

written consent of the Town, duly authorized 
by by-law in that behalf, which such consent shall 
not be unreasonably withheld. 


20. The Town shall have the right at its option 
to purchase from the Operator at any time during 
the currency hereof the rights, powers and privileges 
herein conferred on him at such price as may 
mutually beagreedupon. Itis understood and agreed 
that if at such time the Operator should wish to 
dispose of all or any of the buses employed by him 
in providing the bus service to the Town that the 
Town will in addition purchase such buses from the 
Operator. 


21. The Operator shall not be in default on any 
covenants contained herein for failure or partial fail- 
ure to operate, if such failure or partial failure is 
the result of fire, act of God, strike or other cause 
beyond the control of the Operator. In the event 
of such an occurrence, or the failure or partial failure 
to operate for any other reason, the Town shall 
not be liable to pay the Operator the equivalent 
portion of any of the payments which are or may be 
required under Sections 8(b) and 17 of this Agree- 
ment, pro-rated according to the extent of such 
failure. 


22. If at any time during or after the said term 
of the Agreement any dispute, difference or question 
shall arise between the parties hereto, or any of 
their representatives, touching this Agreement or 
any part thereof, or the construction, or effect 
of this Agreement or any part thereof, or anything 
herein contained for the rights or liabilities of the 
parties or their representatives under this Agreement 
or otherwise, in relation to the premises including 
any dispute arising as to the sum to be paid by the 
Town under Section 20 hereof and if said matter can- 
not be settled by the parties hereto by negotiation, 
then every such dispute, difference or question shall 
be referred to a single arbitrator, if the parties agree 
upon one, otherwise, to three arbitrators, one to be 
appointed by each party to the reference and the 
third arbitrator to be appointed by the said nominees 
before they enter upon the business of the reference. 
If either party shall refuse or neglect to appoint 
an arbitrator within thirty days after the other 
party shall have appointed an arbitrator and shall 
have served written notice on the first-mentioned 
party requiring such party to make such appoint- 
ment, then the arbitrator first appointed shall, at 
the request of the party appointing him, proceed 
to hear and determine the matter in difference as if 
he were a single arbitrator appointed by both parties 
for the purpose and the word or determination which 
shall be made by the said arbitrator shall be final 
and binding on the parties hereto, their successors 
and assigns. 

23.—(a) Any notice required to be given or served 
on the Operator under any of the provisions of this 
Agreement shall be deemed to be properly given or 
served if it is personally served or mailed by pre- 
paid registered post addressed to the Operator at 5401 
Dundas Street, Burlington, Ontario and service upon 
the Operator shall be deemed to be effective on the 
date after mailing of the notice as aforesaid; 
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(o) Any notice required to be given or served on 
the Town under any of the provisions of this 
Agreement shall be deemed to be properly given or 
served if it is personally served or mailed by prepaid 
registered post addressed to the Clerk of the Town, 
Box 5013, Burlington, Ontario and service upon the 
Town shall be deemed to be effective on the date 
after mailing of the notice as aforesaid. 


24. This Agreement shall not take effect unless 
and until confirmed and ratified by the Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Ontario but, if so 
confirmed and ratified, the provisions hereof shall 
have effect from November 16th, 1970. 


25. Subject as hereinbefore provided, this Agree- 
ment shall enure to the benefit of and be binding 
upon the parties hereto, their heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns.

manent basis. Written notice of such continuation 
shall be served on the Operator not less than 
fifteen days prior to the expiration of the period 
of the experimental bus service ; 


(7) If the Town requires the Operator to continue 
any such experimental bus service on a permanent 
basis, it shall pay a subsidy for such bus service 
in an amount to be negotiated by the parties hereto 
and pending agreement thereon at the rate of $500.00 
per month; 


(k) Upon being served with any notice as set out 
in this Section, the Operator agrees to comply 
with the provisions thereof; 


(1) The Operator shall have the right to use buses 
of a different type and capacity than those used 
on the permanent routes established by this Agree- 
ment, but if the experimental bus service is continued 
on a permanent basis, the Operator agrees to obtain 
delivery of, at the earliest possible date and use on 
such routes, buses similar to those defined in Section 
5 of this Agreement. 


18. The Town covenants and agrees that it will 
not permit any other operator, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 3 hereof, to operate a bus service 
for the use of the public, within the corporate limits 
of the Town of Burlington, except any bus service 
operated by the Government of the Province of Ont- 
ario over which the Town has no control and will 
pass such by-laws and do all such acts and things 
as are necessary for the due performance of this 
Agreement, according to its true intent and meaning.

The attention of Municipal Officials, Solici- 
tors and all other persons who may be 
interested in the preparation of Private Bills 
for submission to the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario is directed particularly to the follow- 
ing Standing Orders governing the submis- 
sion of such Bills: 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 
(6) No report of a committee upon a Private 


Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(0) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 
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Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of the Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com-

WHEREAS the Operator has the right to operate 
and maintain a bus service in the Town of Bur- 


lington pursuant to The Town of Burlington Act, 
S.O. 1965, c. 145; 


AND WHEREAS the Town desires the Operator to 
expand the bus service he now provides in the 
Town pursuant to the said Act; 


AND WHEREAS the Town has offered to provide 
a subsidy to the Operator to assist him in pro- 


viding such expanded service; 


AND WHEREAS the Operator is prepared to provide 
such expanded service. 


Now THEREFORE THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH 
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that in consideration of the premises and mutual 
covenants herein contained, the parties hereto 
covenant and agree as follows: 


1. When and if this Agreement is ratified and 
confirmed and takes effect the parties hereto release 
one another from the Agreement of December 3ist, 
1964, as ratified by The Town of Burlington Act, 
1965. 


2.—(a) The Town grants to the Operator an 
exclusive right, power and privilege, subject to 
the restrictions, covenants, conditions and provisoes 
herein contained, to operate public vehicles for the 
transportation for compensation of passengers or 
passengers and express freight which might be car- 
ried in a passenger vehicle, to, over and along each 
and any of the streets, avenues or highways 
presently or as they may hereafter exist within 
the corporate limits of the Town of Burlington; 


(0) The operation of such public vehicles shall be 
hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘bus service’. 


3.—(a) Nothing in this Agreement shall derogate 
from any of the rights, powers and _ privileges 
as of the Ist day of January, 1958, existing or 
vested on that date in any other operator respect- 
ing, 


(i) the operation of motor vehicles as public 
vehicles within the meaning of The Public 
Vehicles Act of Ontario within or through 
the Town of Burlington determined accord- 
ing to operating licences held by such 
other operator issued pursuant to The 
Public Vehicles Act, or 

(ii) the right of any such other operator to 
take on passengers and their baggage, or 
express freight, within the limits of the 
Town of Burlington, as such limits may 
from time to time exist, and discharge 
such passengers, baggage or express freight 
within such limits of the Town of Burling- 
ton; 


(b) The said operators are, 
(i) Gray Coach Lines Ltd., 
(ii) Hamilton Street Railway Co., and 
(iii) Canada.Coach Lines Limited ; 


(c) The routes over which the public vehicles 
referred to in subsection (a) may operate are the 
routes over which they are presently operating or such 
routes as may be designated by Council with the 
consent of the Operator in accordance with Section 
8(3) of The Public Vehicles Act. 


4.—(a) This Agreement shall expire on the Jist 
day of December, 1974; 


(b) Subject to Section 26 the provisions of this 
Agreement shall come into force and effect as of the 
16th day of November, 1970; 
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(c) this Agreement may be terminated by the 
Town, upon three months notice in writing, if the 
Operator fails to comply with or perform any of the 
conditions or obligations contained herein, except 
those provided in Section 11; 


(dq) this Agreement may be terminated by the 
Town, upon ten days notice in writing, if the 
Operator fails to comply with or perform any other 
conditions or obligations contained in Section 11. 


5.—(a) The Operator shall have available six 
Blue Bird buses or the equivalent to operate on the 
routes established herein ; 


(b) The buses to be used in the bus service 
shall be painted blue and white and shall be 
identified as BURLINGTON TRANSIT: 


(c) The Operator shall provide ‘and maintain 
sufficient reserve equipment to provide continuity 
of service in the event of an accident or mechanical 
break-down of equipment and to provide for normal 
maintenance. In the event of an accident or 
mechanical break-down, the Operator may use 
buses of a design other than as set out in sub- 
sections (a) and (b) with the approval of the Dir- 
ector of Public Works. 


6. The Operator shall keep the buses required for 
the bus service in a proper state of repair and in 
safe working condition, clean and sanitary, properly 
lighted and adequately heated. 


7. The Operator shall have fully qualified and 
licenced drivers, who shall wear proper uniforms 
and conduct themselves in a safe and courteous 
manner and who shall, at all times, treat passengers 
with polite care and attention. 


8.—(a) Save as herein expressly mentioned, the 
Operator agrees to provide a bus service in the 
Town in accordance with the routes and time 
schedules set out in Appendix ‘‘A” to this Agree- 
ment ; 


(6) The Town may at any time and from time to 
time by seven days notice in writing to the Operator 
alter any of the routes or time schedules provided for 
herein either temporarily or permanently provided 
that in so doing should the Town materially in- 
crease the number of route miles or number of 
scheduled trips provided for and mentioned in the 
said Appendix “‘A’’, it will pay the Operator an 
additional subsidy which such additional subsidy

additional service mentioned herein, the Town’s 
notice shall be treated as a notice under Section 
17 hereof; 
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(c) All times referred to in the said time schedules 
shall be the times commonly observed in the Town 
of Burlington, be it standard time or daylight 
saving time; 


(d) The Operator shall adhere to the times set out 
in the time schedules herein or subsequently 
established with a time tolerance of three minutes 
before and five minutes after the time schedules, 
extraordinary weather or traffic conditions and 
incidents of force majeur excepted ; 


(e) The Operator shall affix a sign to each bus 
employed by him in providing the bus service 
designating the route each bus is scheduled to 
cover ; y 

(f) Within one month after this Agreement takes 
effect the Operator will publish and have available 
maps indicating the routes and time schedules of the 
bus service herein provided for which such maps 
shall also include a telephone number for the use 
of the public in seeking information. 


9.—(a) The Operator shall allow a duly authorized 
representative of the Town the right to inspect, 
at all reasonable times, the buses used by the 
Operator, provided that such inspection does not 
unreasonably interfere with the operation of the bus 
service; 


(b) The said representative shall be allowed to 
ride the buses free of charge when making the 
inspection ; 


10.—(a) The Operator agrees to charge the rates 
for cash fares and bus tickets in the schedule of 
rates set out in Appendix “‘B” hereto during the 
termghereof. All fares collected shall be the pro- 
perty of the Operator; 


(b) The Operator agrees not to carry any passenger 
in respect of whom the full fare has not been 
paid except as authorized in writing by the Town; 


(c) When and if the routing of the bus service as 
provided herein makes transfers from route to route 
within the Town feasible, the Town may, on thirty 
days notice to the Operator require the Operator to 
give passengers, free of charge, upon request, a 
transfer slip from one bus to another bus and to 
accept such transfer slip in lieu of a fare at a 
transfer point if the passenger tendering the transfer 
slip is in the course of a continuous trip. For the 
purpose of this clause, transfer point means those 
points designated by the Town by by-law and a trip 
will be deemed continuous if the transfer slip is 
tendered by the passenger to the operator of the bus 
to which he transfers within such time as the Town 
and the Operator may agree; 


Provided that should the Town require the issuance 
of transfer slips as herein provided, the Town will bear 
the cost of printing and deliverting transfer slips to 
the Operator for use hereunder;

12.—(a) The Operator shall provide the Town 
with six reports per year, certified by the Operator’s 
manager, covering one week each. These reports 
shall indicate the revenues per route.

(0) These reports shall be in a form satisfactory 
to the Director of Public Works. 


13. The Operator agrees to assume and promptly 
pay and discharge all costs and expenses in con- 
nection with the bus service and, without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, the Operator shall 
pay and discharge the following costs and expenses: 


(i) The cost of providing buses required by 
this Agreement, together with the cost of 
providing such stand-by and replacement 
buses as may be required pursuant to this 
Agreement ; 


(ii) The cost of keeping and operating all the 
buses required for the bus service in a fit 
and proper state of repair at all times; 


(ii) All salaries, wages and benefits of officers 
and employees required for the operation 
of the bus service; 


(iv) The cost of providing the insurance required 
by this Agreement : 


(v) The cost of all advertising and the printing 
of route maps, time schedules, except at 
bus stops, and tickets, provided that in 
the event of any permanent alteration in 
routes or time schedules at the instance 
of the Town, the Town will publish and 
advertise the new route maps and time 
schedules ; 
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(vi) All federal, provincial and municipal taxes, 
as well as licence fees applicable to the 
operation of the bus service; 


(vii) Allother costs or expenses usually associated 
with the operation of a bus service. 


14.—(a) The Town shall, from time to time, 
designate certain areas upon any route in the bus 
sérvice as bus stops for the use of the Operator to 
pick up and discharge passengers ; 


(b) The use of such bus stops shall not be 
exclusive where any other operator, as mentioned 
in Section 3, uses the same route; 


(c) The Town shall bear the cost of establishing 
and maintaining the said areas designated for bus 
stops and signs ; 


(d) The Town shall enact the necessary by-law to 
prohibit the parking of vehicles at or the obstructing 
of any bus stops; 


(e) The Town agrees to take reasonable steps and 
measures to adequately control and regulate the 
flow of traffic on routes used by the Operator, in 
order that the buses of the Operator may proceed 
along such routes with a minimum of delay. 


15. The Operator agrees that he will not operate 
any regularly scheduled bus service for the use of the 
public without the prior approval of the Town. 


16.—(a) The Town agrees to pay the Operator the 
sum of $2,750.00 a month as a subsidy for the 
improved bus service provided for by this Agreement ; 


(b) Subject to paragraph (c), the Town shall make 
these payments on a monthly basis on the 15th day 
of the month following the month in respect of which 
the service was performed ; 


(c) No payments shall be made under this Section 
until such time as this Agreement is ratified 
pursuant to Section 25 herein and all payments falling 
due before such ratification shall be payable forth- 
with thereafter. 


17.—(a) The Town, by thirty days written notice, 
to be served upon the Operator, may, from time 
to time, require the Operator to provide additional 
bus service on an experimental basis for a period of 
three months; 


(b) The Operator agrees that he will provide such 
‘bus service commencing on a date to be specified 
in the said notice; 


(c) The Town shall pay the Operator a monthly 
rate of $500.00 per bus for this experimental service 
to be paid in the manner as provided in Section 
16(0) ; 


(d) The rate to be charged on any experimental 
service shall be the rate charged on the regular bus 
service ; 
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(¢) The experimental bus service shall be operated 
eight hours per day, six days a week, Monday to 
Saturday, both inclusive, excepting all Statutory 
Holidays; 


(f) During the period of the operation of the 
experimental bus service, the Operator shall provide 
the Town with a monthly statement in a form 
satisfactory to the Director of Public Works in- 
dicating the number of passengers and the fares 
collected on each experimental bus service; 


(g) Any fares collected on an experimental route 
shall belong to the Operator ; 


(h) At the end of the three month period, the 
experimental bus service shall be terminated unless 
extended from month to month by the Town; 


(2) In the event the Town should decide that the 
demand for the experimental bus service warrants 
that it should be continued after the expiration 
of the period of the experimental bus service the 
Town shall have the right to require the Operator 
to continue the experimental bus service on a per- 
manent basis. Written notice of such continuation 
shall be served on the Operator not less than 
fifteen days prior to the expiration of the period 
of the experimental bus service; 


(7) If the Town requires the Operator to continue 
any such experimental bus service on a permanent 
basis, it shall pay a subsidy for such bus service 
in an amount to be negotiated by the parties hereto 
and pending agreement thereon at the rate of $500.00 
per month; 


(k) Upon being served with any notice as set out 
in this Section, the Operator agrees to comply 
with the provisions thereof; 


(1) The Operator shall have the right to use buses 
of a different type and capacity than those used 
on the permanent routes established by this Agree- 
ment, but if the experimental bus service is continued 
on a permanent basis, the Operator agrees to obtain 
delivery of, at the earliest possible date and use on 
such routes, buses similar to those defined in Section 
5 of this Agreement. 


18. The Town covenants and agrees that it will 
not permit any other operator, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 3 hereof, to operate a bus service 
for the use of the public, within the corporate limits 
of the Town of Burlington, except any bus service 
operated by the Government of the Province of Ont- 
ario over which the Town has no control and will 
pass such by-laws and do all such acts and things 
as are necessary for the due performance of this 
Agreement, according to its true intent and meaning. 


19. During the currency of this Agreement, the 
Operator shall not have the right to sell, mortgage, 
transfer, assign or dispose of any of the rights, 
powers and privileges herein conferred, without the 
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written consent of the Town, duly authorized 
by by-law in that behalf, which such consent shall 
not be unreasonably withheld. 


20. The Town shall have the right at its option 
to purchase from the Operator at any time during 
the currency hereof the rights, powers and privileges 
herein conferred on him at such price as may 
mutually beagreedupon. Itis understood and agreed 
that if at such time the Operator should wish to 
dispose of all or any of the buses employed by him 
in providing the bus service to the Town that the 
Town will in addition purchase such buses from the 
Operator. 


21. The Operator shall not be in default on any 
covenants contained herein for failure or partial fail- 
ure to operate, if such failure or partial failure is 
the result of fire, act of God, strike or other cause 
beyond the control of the Operator. In the event 
of such an occurrence, or the failure or partial failure 
to operate for any other reason, the Town shall 
not be liable to pay the Operator the equivalent 
portion of any of the payments which are or may be 
required under Sections 8(b) and 17 of this Agree- 
ment, pro-rated according to the extent of such 
failure. 


22. If at any time during or after the said term 
of the Agreement any dispute, difference or question 
shall arise between the parties hereto, or any of 
their representatives, touching this Agreement or 
any part thereof, or the construction, or effect 
of this Agreement or any part thereof, or anything 
herein contained for the rights or liabilities of the 
parties or their representatives under this Agreement 
or otherwise, in relation to the premises including 
any dispute arising as to the sum to be paid by the 
Town under Section 20 hereof and if said matter can- 
not be settled by the parties hereto by negotiation, 
then every such dispute, difference or question shall 
be referred to a single arbitrator, if the parties agree 
upon one, otherwise, to three arbitrators, one to be 
appointed by each party to the reference and the 
third arbitrator to be appointed by the said nominees 
before they enter upon the business of the reference. 
If either party shall refuse or neglect to appoint 
an arbitrator within thirty days after the other 
party shall have appointed an arbitrator and shall 
have served written notice on the first-mentioned 
party requiring such party to make such appoint- 
ment, then the arbitrator first appointed shall, at 
the request of the party appointing him, proceed 
to hear and determine the matter in difference as if 
he were a single arbitrator appointed by both parties 
for the purpose and the word or determination which 
shall be made by the said arbitrator shall be final 
and binding on the parties hereto, their successors 
and assigns.

24. This Agreement shall not take effect unless 
and until confirmed and ratified by the Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Ontario but, if so 
confirmed and ratified, the provisions hereof shall 
have effect from November 16th, 1970.

PRIVATE BILLS 
Time for introducing Private Bills 


51. (a) No Private Bill may be presented to the 
House after the first five weeks of the Session. 


Time for reporting 
(6) No report of a committee upon a Private 
Bill may be received after the first eight weeks 
of the Session. 


Filing Bill with Clerk 


52. (a) Any person desiring to apply for a Private 
Bill shall do so by filing with the Clerk of the 
House at least eight (8) days before the meeting 
of the House, a copy of such Bill, together with 
a fee of $150, and if such Bill is not deposited 
by that time the applicant shall pay $10 for each 
day he is late in filing the Bill, including the 
day of filing. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(6) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing such Bill, including the cost 
of printing the Act in the Statutes. 





Other charges 


(c) The following charges shall also be levied 
and paid in addition to the foregoing :— 


1. When any Standing Order of the House is 
suspended with reference to a Bill, for each 
such suspension, $50.00. 


2. When a Bill is presented to the House after 


the first five weeks of the Session and before 
the end of the sixth week, $75.00. 


3. When a Bill is presented to the House after 
the sixth week of thé Session, $100.00. 


Additional fees 


(d) In the case of any Bill incorporating a com-

53. (a) The Clerk of the House shall, during each 
recess of Parliament, publish weekly in The Ontario 
Gazette the Standing Orders respecting notices of 
intended applications for Private Bills. 


Notices posted 


(b) The Clerk shall also, by the first day of every 
Session, post notices in the Legislative Building 
of the time limit for receiving applications for Pri- 
vate Bills and reports thereon. 


Required notice of applications 


54. All applications for Private Bills properly the 
subject of legislation by the Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario, within the purview of “The British North 
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America Act, 1867’, shall require a notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of 
the application, and, where the application refers to 
any proposed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as follows :— 


1. A notice in The Ontario Gazette and in at 
least one newspaper published or circulated 
in the municipality affected. 


2. Such notice shall be published once a week for 
at least six weeks prior to the consideration 
of the Bill by the Private Bills Committee. 


Bills for debenture issues 


3. If the application is by a municipal corporation 
for authority to issue debentures, the notice 
shall set out the particulars of the existing 
debenture debt and the amount of the rateable 
property of the municipality according to the 
last revised assessment roll of the corporation 
and in brief and general terms, the object for 
which the new issue of debentures is required. 


Report by Standing Orders and Procedures Committee 


55. (a) The Committee on Standing Orders and 
Procedures shall examine each application and report 
to the House whether the Standing Orders, par- 
ticularly with respect to notice, have been com- 
plied with and where the notice is insufficient, the 
Committee recommends to the House the course 
to be taken in consequence of such insufficiency. 


Declaration re advertising 
(b) The applicants for a Private Bill shall lodge

Committee. 


Clerk reports to Standing Orders and 
Procedures Committee 


(c) The Clerk of the House shall report to the 
Standing Orders and Procedures Committee respect- 
ing the compliance by all applicants for Private 
Bills with the Standing Orders relating to such 
applications, particularly the requirements for notice. 


Introduction of Private Bill 


56. Every Private Bill shall be introduced upon 
a motion for leave for introduction and first read- 
ing after the application has been favourably reported 
by the Standing Orders and Procedures Committee. 


Letters Patent 


57. When any Bill for confirming any Letters 
Patent, or Agreement, is presented to the House, 
the copy of such Letters Patent, or Agreement, 
shall be attached to it. 
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Certificate of Minister of Revenue re Letters Patent 


58. No Bill relating to Letters Patent shall be 
considered by the Private Bills Committee until there 
shall have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
House a certificate of the Minister of Revenue 
showing that all taxes payable under The Corpor- 
ations Tax Act relating thereto have been paid. 


Reference to Private Bills Committee after first reading 


59. Every Private Bill, when read a first time, 
shall, unless it be an Estate Bill, or a Bill pro- 
viding for a consolidation of a floating debt or for 
the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) of a municipal 
corporation, stand referred to the Private Bills Com- 
mittee, and any petitions to the House, for or 
against the Bill, are considered as referred to such 
Committee. 


Certain Municipal Applications referred to 
Ontario Municipal Board 


60. (a) A Private Bill of a municipal corporation 
providing for the consolidation of a floating debt, 
or the consolidation or renewal of debentures (other 
than local improvement debentures) stands referred 
to the Ontario Municipal Board after first reading. 


Board to report 


(0) The Board, after due enquiry, shall report to 
the House whether or not it is reasonable that 
the Bill, or that part thereof relating to the mat- 
ters referred to in clause (a), should pass and what, 
if any, alterations should be made in the Bill.

AND WHEREAS the Town has offered to provide 
a subsidy to the Operator to assist him in pro-

Now THEREFORE THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH 






that in consideration of the premises and mutual 
covenants herein contained, the parties hereto 
covenant and agree as follows: 


1. When and if this Agreement is ratified and 
confirmed and takes effect the parties hereto release 
one another from the Agreement of December 31st, 
1964, as ratified by The Town of Burlington Act, 
1965, 


_ 2.—(a) The Town grants to the Operator an 
exclusive right, power and privilege, subject to 
the restrictions, covenants, conditions and provisoes 
herein contained, to operate public vehicles for the 
transportation for compensation of passengers or 
_ passengers and express freight which might be car- 
ried in a passenger vehicle, to, over and along each 
and any of the streets, avenues or highways 
presently or as they may hereafter exist within 
the corporate limits of the Town of Burlington; 


(0) The operation of such public vehicles shall be 
hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘bus service’. 


3.—(a) Nothing in this Agreement shall derogate 
from any of the rights, powers and _ privileges 
as of the Ist day of January, 1958, existing or 
vested on that date in any other operator respect- 


ing, 


(i) the operation of motor vehicles as public 
vehicles within the meaning of The Public 
Vehicles Act of Ontario within or through 
the Town of Burlington determined accord-

(ii) the right of any such other operator to 
take on passengers and their baggage, or 
express freight, within the limits of the 
Town of Burlington, as such limits may 
from time to time exist, and discharge 
such passengers, baggage or express freight 
within such limits of the Town of Burling- 
ton;

7. The Operator shall have fully qualified and 
licenced drivers, who shall wear proper uniforms 
and conduct themselves in a safe and courteous 
manner and who shall, at all times, treat passengers 
with polite care and attention. 


8.—(a) Save as herein expressly mentioned, the 
Operator agrees to provide a bus service in the 
Town in accordance with the routes and time 
schedules set out in Appendix “‘A” to this Agree- 
ment ; 


(b) The Town may at any time and from time to 
time by seven days notice in writing to the Operator 
alter any of the routes or time schedules provided for 
herein either temporarily or permanently provided

(6) These reports shall be in a form satisfactory 
to the Director of Public Works. 


13. The Operator agrees to assume and promptly 
pay and discharge all costs and expenses in con- 
nection with the bus service and, without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, the Operator shall 
pay and discharge the following costs and expenses: 


(i) The cost of providing buses required by 
this Agreement, together with the cost of 
providing such stand-by and replacement 
buses as may be required pursuant to this 
Agreement ;

(vii) Allother costs or expenses usually associated 
with the operation of a bus service. 





14.—(a) The Town shall, from time to time, 
designate certain areas upon any route in the bus 
service as bus stops for the use of the Operator to 
pick up and discharge passengers ; 


(b) The use of such bus stops shall not be 
exclusive where any other operator, as mentioned 
in Section 3, uses the same route; 


(c) The Town shall bear the cost of establishing 
and maintaining the said areas designated for bus 
stops and signs;

(ec) The Town agrees to take reasonable steps and 
measures to adequately control and regulate the 
flow of traffic on routes used by the Operator, in 
order that the buses of the Operator may proceed 
along such routes with a minimum of delay. 


15. The Operator agrees that he will not operate 
any regularly scheduled bus service for the use of the 
public without the prior approval of the Town. 


| 16.—(a) The, Town agrees to pay the Operator the 
| sum of $2,750.00 a month as a subsidy for the 
improved bus service provided for by this Agreement ; 


(6) Subject to paragraph (c), the Town shall make 
these payments on a monthly basis on the 15th day 
of the month following the month in respect of which 
the service was performed ; 


(c) No payments shall be made under this Section 
until such time as this Agreement is ratified 
pursuant to Section 25 herein and all payments falling 
due before such ratification shall be payable forth- 
with thereafter. 


17.—(a) The Town, by thirty days written notice, 
to be served upon the Operator, may, from time 
to time, require the Operator to provide additional 
bus service on an experimental basis for a period of 
three months;

(c) The Town shall pay the Operator a monthly 
rate of $500.00 per bus for this experimental service

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(e) The experimental bus service shall be operated 
eight hours per day, six days a week, Monday to 


Saturday, both inclusive, excepting all Statutory 
Holidays; 


(f) During the period of the operation of the 
experimental bus service, the Operator shall provide 
the Town with a monthly statement in a form 
satisfactory to the Director of Public Works in- 
dicating the number of passengers and the fares 
collected on each experimental bus service: 


(g) Any fares collected on an experimental route 
shall belong to the Operator; 


(A) At the end of the three month period, the 
experimental bus service shall be terminated unless 
extended from month to month by the Town; 


(2) In the event the Town should decide that the 
demand for the experimental bus service warrants 
that it should be continued after the expiration 
of the period of the experimental bus service the 
Town shall have the right to require the Operator 
to continue the experimental bus service on a per- 
manent basis. Written notice of such continuation 
shall be served on the Operator not less than 
fifteen days prior to the expiration of the period 
of the experimental bus service ; 


(7) If the Town requires the Operator to continue 
any such experimental bus service on a permanent 
basis, it shall pay a subsidy for such bus service 
in an amount to be negotiated by the parties hereto 
and pending agreement thereon at the rate of $500.00 
per month; 

(k) Upon being served with any notice as set out 
in this Section, the Operator agrees to comply 
with the provisions thereof; 


(1) The Operator shall have the right to use buses 
of a different type and capacity than those used 
on the permanent routes established by this Agree- 
ment, but if the experimental bus service is continued 
on a permanent basis, the Operator agrees to obtain 
delivery of, at the earliest possible date and use on 
such routes, buses similar to those defined in Section 
5 of this Agreement. 


18. The Town covenants and agrees that it will 
not permit any other operator, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 3 hereof, to operate a bus service 
for the use of the public, within the corporate limits 
of the Town of Burlington, except any bus service 
operated by the Government of the Province of Ont- 
ario over which the Town has no control and will 
pass such by-laws and do all such acts and things 
as are necessary for the due performance of this 
Agreement, according to its true intent and meaning. 


19. During the currency of this Agreement, the 
Operator shall not have the right to sell, mortgage, 
transfer, assign or dispose of any of the rights, 
powers and privileges herein conferred, without the 
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written consent of the Town, duly authorized 
by by-law in that behalf, which such consent shall 
not be unreasonably withheld. 


20. The Town shall have the right at its option 
to purchase from the Operator at any time during 
the currency hereof the rights, powers and privileges 
herein conferred on him at such price as may 
mutually beagreedupon. Itis understood and agreed 
that if at such time the Operator should wish to 
dispose of all or any of the buses employed by him 
in providing the bus service to the Town that the 
Town will in addition purchase such buses from the 
Operator. 


21. The Operator shall not be in default on any 
covenants contained herein for failure or partial fail- 
ure to operate, if such failure or partial failure is 
the result of fire, act of God, strike or other cause 
beyond the control of the Operator. In the event 
of such an occurrence, or the failure or partial failure 
to operate for any other reason, the Town shall 
not be liable to pay the Operator the equivalent 
portion of any of the payments which are or may be 
required under Sections 8(b) and 17 of this Agree- 
ment, pro-rated according to the extent of such 
failure.

22. If at any time during or after the said term 
of the Agreement any dispute, difference or question 
shall arise between the parties hereto, or any of

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Treasurer’s Sale of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the Queen’s 
Printer and Publisher for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 





The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges or 
liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine the 
extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Department of Lands and Forests whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Department. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements would 
be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is removed from the 
tax sale lists.

Crcit H. Norton, of the Town of Burling- 
ton, of the County of Halton, 


hereinafter referred to as ‘‘the Operator’, 
— and — 


THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWN OF BuR- 
LINGTON, 


hereinafter referred to as ‘“‘the Town’, 


WuErEAS the Operator has the right to operate 
and maintain a bus service in the Town of Bur- 
lington pursuant to The Town of Burlington Act, 
S.0. 1965, c. 145; 


Anp WHEREAS the Town desires the Operator to 
expand the bus service he now provides in the 


Town pursuant to the said Act; 


Anp WuEREAS the Town has offered to provide 


a subsidy to the Operator to assist him in pro- 


viding such expanded service ; 


Anp WueErEas the Operator is prepared to provide 
such expanded service. 


Now THEREFORE THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH 
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that in consideration of the premises and mutual 
covenants herein contained, the parties hereto 
covenant and agree as follows: 


1. When and if this Agreement is ratified and 
confirmed and takes effect the parties hereto release 
one another from the Agreement of December 31st, 
1964, as ratified by The Town of Burlington Act, 
1965. 


2.—(a) The Town grants to the Operator an 
exclusive right, power and privilege, subject to 
the restrictions, covenants, conditions and provisoes 
herein contained, to operate public vehicles for the 
transportation for compensation of passengers or 
passengers and express freight which might be car- 
ried in a passenger vehicle, to, over and along each 
and any of the streets, avenues or highways 
presently or as they may hereafter exist within 
the corporate limits of the Town of Burlington; 


(b) The operation of such public vehicles shall be 
hereinafter referred to as the “‘bus service’. 


3.—(a) Nothing in this Agreement shall derogate 
from any of the rights, powers and _ privileges 
as of the Ist day of January, 1958, existing or 
vested on that date in any other operator respect- 


ing, 


(1) the operation of motor vehicles as public 
vehicles within the meaning of The Public 
Vehicles Act of Ontario within or through 
the Town of Burlington determined accord- 
ing to operating licences held by such 
other operator issued pursuant to The 
Public Vehicles Act, or 

the right of any such other operator to 
take on passengers and their baggage, or 
express freight, within the limits of the 
Town of Burlington, as such limits may 
from time to time exist, and discharge 
such passengers, baggage or express freight 
within such limits of the Town of Burling- 
ton;

(0) The said operators are, 
(i) Gray Coach Lines Ltd., 
(u) Hamilton Street Railway Co., and 
(iii) Canada,Coach Lines Limited; 


(c) The routes over which the public vehicles 
referred to in subsection (a) may operate are the 
routes over which they are presently operating or such 
routes as may be designated by Council with the 
consent of the Operator in accordance with Section 
8(3) of The Public Vehicles Act. 


4.—(a) This Agreement shall expire on the 31st 
day of December, 1974; 


(b) Subject to Section 26 the provisions of this 
Agreement shall come into force and effect as of the 
16th day of November, 1970; 
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(c) this Agreement may be terminated by the 
Town, upon three months notice in writing, if the 
Operator fails to comply with or perform any of the 
conditions or obligations contained herein, except | 
those provided in Section 11; 


(d) this Agreement may be terminated by the 
Town, upon ten days notice in writing, if the 
Operator fails to comply with or perform any other 
conditions or obligations contained in Section 11. 


5.—(a) The Operator shall have available six 
Blue Bird buses or the equivalent to operate on the 
routes established herein ; 


(b) The buses to be used in the bus service 
shall be painted blue and white and shall be 
identified as BURLINGTON TRANSIT: 


(c) The Operator shall provide and maintain 
sufficient reserve equipment to provide continuity 
of service in the event of an accident or mechanical 
break-down of equipment and to provide for normal 
maintenance. In the event of an accident or 
mechanical break-down, the Operator may use 
buses of a design other than as set out in sub- 
sections (a) and (b) with the approval of the Dir- 
ector of Public Works. 


6. The Operator shall keep the buses required for 
the bus service in a proper state of repair and in 
safe working condition, clean and sanitary, properly 


lighted and adequately heated. 


7. The Operator shall have fully qualified and 
licenced drivers, who shall wear proper uniforms 
and conduct themselves in a safe and courteous 
manner and who shall, at all times, treat HES on ah 
with polite care and attention. 


8.—(a) Save as herein expressly mentioned, the 
Operator agrees to provide a bus service in the 
Town in accordance with the routes and time 
schedules set out in Appendix “‘A”’ to this Agree- 
ment; 


(b) The Town may at any time and from time to 
time by seven days notice in writing to the Operator 
alter any of the routes or time schedules provided for 
herein either temporarily or permanently provided 
that in so doing should the Town materially in- 
crease the number of route miles or number of 
scheduled trips provided for and mentioned in the 
said Appendix “‘A’’, it will pay the Operator an 
additional subsidy which such additional subsidy 
shall be calculated and paid by ascertaining the 
relation that the subsidy of $2,750.00 per month 
provided for herein bears to the number of route 
miles and scheduled trips provided for in Schedule 
“A” hereto and applying the same to the number of 
additional route miles or scheduled trips required by 
the Town pursuant to notice given to the Operator 
under this paragraph; provided that should new 
vehicular equipment be required to provide the 
additional service mentioned herein, the Town’s 
notice shall be treated as a notice under Section 
17 hereof;

(c) All times referred to in the said time schedules 
shall be the times commonly observed in the Town 
of Burlington, be it standard time or daylight 
saving time; 


(ad) The Operator shall adhere to the times set out 
in the time schedules herein or subsequently 
established with a time tolerance of three minutes 
before and five minutes after the time schedules, 
extraordinary weather or traffic conditions and 
incidents of force majeur excepted ; 


(e) The Operator shall affix a sign to each bus 


‘employed by him in providing the bus service 


designating the route each bus is scheduled to 
cover ; 


(f) Within one month after this Agreement takes 
effect the Operator will publish and have available 


maps indicating the routes and time schedules of the 


bus service herein provided for which such maps 
shall also include a telephone number for the use 
of the public in seeking information. 


9.—(a) The Operator shall allow a duly authorized 
representative of the Town the right to inspect, 
at all reasonable times, the buses used by the 
Operator, provided that such inspection does not 
unreasonably interfere with the operation of the bus 
service ; 


(b) The said representative shall be allowed to 
ride the buses free of charge when making the 
inspection ; 


10.—(a) The Operator agrees to charge the rates. 


for cash fares and bus tickets in the schedule of 
rates set out in Appendix ‘‘B” hereto during the 
term hereof. All fares collected shall be the pro- 
perty of the Operator ; 


(b) The Operator agrees not to carry any passenger 
in respect of whom the full fare has not been 
paid except as authorized in writing by the Town; 


(c) When and if the routing of the bus service as 
provided herein makes transfers from route to route 
within the Town feasible, the Town may, on thirty 
days notice to the Operator require the Operator to 
give passengers, free of charge, upon request, a 
transfer slip from one bus to another bus and to 
accept such transfer slip in lieu of a farewa tak, 
transfer point if the passenger tendering the transfer 
slip is in the course of a continuous trip... “Porsthe 
purpose of this clause, transfer point means those 
points designated by the Town by by-law and a trip 
will be deemed continuous if the transfer slip 1s 
tendered by the passenger to the operator of the bus 
to which he transfers within such time as the Town 
and the Operator may agree; 


Provided that should the Town require the issuance 
of transfer slips as herein provided, the Town will bear 
the cost of printing and deliverting transfer slips to 


‘the Operator for use hereunder; 
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(d) The Operator shall equip each bus with a fare 
box of a design suitable to the Director of Public 
Works; 


(e) The Operator shall require all passengers to 
deposit fares directly into the fare box and prohibit 
the bus driver from depositing a fare on behalf of any 
passenger. 


11. The Operator shall indemnify and save harm- 
less the Town from and against all liability of 
whatsoever kind or nature which may arise out of the 
obligations of the Operator under this Agreement and 
the Operator agrees that he will, during the currency 
of this Agreement, carry public liability and property 
damage insurance in the amount of $1,000,000.00 
and up to $150,000.00 for any one claimant and 
shall file, with the Town, a certified copy of such 
insurance policy not later than the 16th day of 
November in’ each and every year, provided that 
such policy shall be non-cancellable except upon 
thirty days written notice to the Town by the 


. insurer. 


12.—(a) The Operator shall provide the Town 
with six reports per year, certified by the Operator's 
manager, covering one week each. These reports 
shall indicate the revenues per route. The six 
weekly periods shall be specified by the Director 
of Public Works; 


(6) These reports shall be in a form satisfactory 
to the Director of Public Works. 


13. The Operator agrees to assume and promptly 
pay and discharge all costs and expenses in con- 
nection with the bus service and, without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, the Operator shall 
pay and discharge the following costs and expenses: 


(i) The cost of providing buses required by 
this Agreement, together with the cost of 
providing such stand-by and replacement 
buses as may be required pursuant to this 
Agreement ; 


(ii) The cost of keeping and operating all the 
buses required for the bus service in a fit 
and proper state of repair at all times; 


(iii) All salaries, wages and benefits of officers 
and employees required for the operation 
of the bus service; 


(iv) The cost of providing the insurance required 
by this Agreement ; 


(v) The cost of all advertising and the printing 
of route maps, time schedules, except at 
bus stops, and tickets, provided that in 
the event of any permanent alteration in 
routes or time schedules at the instance 
of the Town, the Town will publish and 
advertise the new route maps and time 
schedules ; 
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(vi) All federal, provincial and municipal taxes, 
as well as licence fees applicable to the 
operation of the bus service ; 


(vii) Allother costs or expenses usually associated 
with the operation of a bus service. 


14.—(a) The Town shall, from time to time, 
designate certain areas upon any route in the bus 
service as bus stops for the use of the Operator to 
pick up and discharge passengers ; 


(6) The use of such bus stops shall not be 
exclusive where any other operator, as mentioned 
in Section 3, uses the same route; 


(c) The Town shall bear the cost of establishing 
and maintaining the said areas designated for bus 
stops and signs; 


(d) The Town shall enact the necessary by-law to 
prohibit the parking of vehicles at or the obstru®ting 
of any bus stops; 


(e) The Town agrees to take reasonable steps and 
measures to adequately control and regulate the 
flow of traffic on routes used by the Operator, in 
order that the buses of the Operator may proceed 
along such routes with a minimum of delay. 


15. The Operator agrees that he will not operate 
any regularly scheduled bus service for the use of the 
public without the prior approval of the Town. 


16.—(a) The Town agrees to pay the Operator the 
sum of $2,750.00 a month as a subsidy for the 
improved bus service provided for by this Agreement ; 


(6) Subject to paragraph (c), the Town shall make 
these payments on a monthly basis on the 15th day 
of the month following the month in respect of which 
the service was performed ; 


(c) No payments shall be made under this Section 
until such time as this Agreement is ratified 
pursuant to Section 25 herein and all payments falling 
due before such ratification shall be payable forth- 
with thereafter. 


17.—(a) The Town, by thirty days written notice, 
to be served upon the Operator, may, from time 
to time, require the Operator to provide additional 
bus service on an experimental basis for a period of 
three months; 


(6) The Operator agrees that he will provide such 
bus service commencing on a date to be specified 
in the said notice; 


(c) The Town shall pay the Operator a monthly 
rate of $500.00 per bus for this experimental service 
to be paid in the manner as provided in Section 
16(d) ; 


(d) The rate to be charged on any experimental 
service shall be the rate charged on the regular bus 
service ; 
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(e) The experimental bus service shall be operated 
eight hours per day, six days a week, Monday to 
Saturday, both inclusive, excepting all Sees 
Holidays ; 


(f) During the period of the operation of the 
experimental bus service, the Operator shall provide 


the Town with a monthly statement in a form 


satisfactory to the Director of Public Works. in- 
dicating the number of passengers and the fares 
collected on each experimental bus service; 


(g) Any fares collected on an experimental route 
shall belong to the Operator ; 


(A) At the end of the three month period, the 
experimental bus service shall be terminated unless 
extended from month to month by the Town; 

(z) In the event the Town should decide that the 
demand for the experimental bus service warrants 
that it should be continued after the expiration 
of the period of the experimental bus service the 
Town shall have the right to require the Operator 
to continue the experimental bus service on a per- 
manent basis. Written notice of such continuation 
shall be served on the Operator not less than 
fifteen days prior to the expiration of the period 
of the experimental bus service; 


(7) If the Town requires the Operator to continue 
any such experimental bus service on a permanent 
basis, it shall pay a subsidy for such bus service 
in an amount to be negotiated by the parties hereto 


_and pending agreement thereon at the rate of $500.00 


per month; 


(k) Upon being served with any notice as set out 
in this Section, the Operator agrees to comply 
with the provisions thereof; 


(1) The Operator shall have the right to use buses 
of a different type and capacity than those used 
on the permanent routes established by this Agree- 
ment, but if the experimental bus service is continued 
on a permanent basis, the Operator agrees to obtain 
delivery of, at the earliest possible date and use on 
such routes, buses similar to those defined in Section 
5 of this Agreement. 


18. The Town covenants and agrees that it will 
not permit any other operator, subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 3 hereof, to operate a bus service 
for the use of the public, within the corporate limits 
of the Town of Burlington, except any bus service 
operated by the Government of the Province of Ont- 
ario over which the Town has no control and will 
pass such by-laws and do all such acts and things 
as are necessary for the due performance of this 
Agreement, according to its true intent and meaning. 


19. During the currency of this Agreement, the 
Operator shall not have the right to sell, mortgage, 
transfer, assign or dispose of any of the rights, 
powers and privileges herein conferred, without the 
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written consent of the Town, duly authorized 
by by-law in that behalf, which such consent shall 
not be unreasonably withheld. 


20. The Town shall have the right at its option 
to purchase from the Operator at any time during 
the currency hereof the rights, powers and privileges 
herein conferred on him at such price as may 
mutually beagreedupon. Itis understood and agreed 
that if at such time the Operator should wish to 
dispose of all or any of the buses employed by him 
in providing the bus service to the Town that the 
Town will in addition purchase such buses from the 
Operator. 


21. The Operator shall not be in default on any 
covenants contained herein for failure or partial fail- 
ure to operate, if such failure or partial failure is 
the result of fire, act of God, strike or other cause 
beyond the control of the Operator. In the event 
of such an occurrence, or the failure or partial failure 
to operate for any other reason, the Town shall 
not be liable to pay the Operator the equivalent 
portion of any of the payments which are or may be 
required under Sections 8(b) and 17 of this Agree- 
ment, pro-rated according to the extent of such 
failure. 


22. If at any time during or after the said term 
of the Agreement any dispute, difference or question 
shall arise between the parties hereto, or any of 
their representatives, touching this Agreement or 
any part thereof, or the construction, or effect 
of this Agreement or any part thereof, or anything 
herein contained for the rights or liabilities of the 


parties or their representatives under this Agreement © 


or otherwise, in relation to the premises including 
any dispute arising as to the sum to be paid by the 
Town under Section 20 hereof and if said matter can- 
not be settled by the parties hereto by negotiation, 
then every such dispute, difference or question shall 
be referred to a single arbitrator, if the parties agree 
upon one, otherwise, to three arbitrators, one to be 
appointed by each party to the reference and the 
third arbitrator to be appointed by the said nominees 
before they enter upon the business of the reference. 
If either party shall refuse or neglect to appoint 
an arbitrator within thirty days after the other 
party shall have appointed an arbitrator and shall 
have served written notice on the first-mentioned 
party requiring such party to make such appoint- 
ment, then the arbitrator first appointed shall, at 
the request of the party appointing him, proceed 
to hear and determine the matter in difference as if 
he were a single arbitrator appointed by both parties 
for the purpose and the word or determination which 
shall be made by the said arbitrator shall be final 
and binding on the parties hereto, their successors 
and assigns. 
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23.—(a) Any notice required to be given or served 
on the Operator under any of the provisions of this 
Agreement shall be deemed to be properly given or 
served if it is personally served or mailed by pre- 
paid registered post addressed to the Operator at 5401 
Dundas Street, Burlington, Ontario and service upon 
the Operator shall be deemed to be effective on the 
date after mailing of the notice as aforesaid ; 


(b) Any notice required to be given or served on 
the Town under any of the provisions of this 
Agreement shall be deemed to be properly given or 
served if it is personally served or mailed by prepaid 
registered post addressed to the Clerk of the Town, 
Box 5013, Burlington, Ontario and service upon the 
Town shall be deemed to be effective on the date 
after mailing of the notice as aforesaid. 


24. This Agreement shall not take effect unless 
and until confirmed and ratified by the Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Ontario but, if so 
confirmed and ratified, the provisions hereof shall 
have effect from November 16th, 1970. 


25. Subject as hereinbefore provided, this Agree- 
ment shall enure to the benefit of and be binding 
upon the parties hereto, their heirs, executors, 
administrators, successors and assigns.
